THE STATE BOARD OF HEALTH. 


The State Board ot health has boon in 


session at Madison during tbo past week. 
Tho mooting was called to discuss mat- 
ters pertaining to the geueral henllli of 
tho state. A law was enacted last win- 
ter making it obligatosy for ull towns, 
villages 
and 
cities 
tu 
organize 


local boards ol health, find to appoint 
health officers. 
Under this law about 


800 towns have officially reported • to tho 
State Board ot health that local health 
boards aro fully organized and the state 
board has unofficial information ot a 
number of others. 
In a considerable 


population of these the position ot health 
officer is occupied by men \vho aro not 
physicians, mostly iu towns where there 
aro none, but about '150 physicians aro 
somng directly as health officers, in their 
own localities and others aro tho duly ap- 
pointed advisers ot health boards in 
other localities. 


The State Board reports that'tho effect 


oC this law has been excellent.und has cre- 
ated a special interest in sanitary raatters. 
ters. But the .board thinks much more 
would be accomplished it tho health of- 
ficers |were better paid for their services, 
so that tbey oonlil devoto more time to 
the duties of the office. 


There is no small-pox iu the state at 


present, and has not been for several 
months, Diphtheria is declining both in 
severity 
and 
frequency, 
and 
this 


slessing has 
boon 
largely 
secured 


through the diligence, ability, and prompt 
notion of the local beards. oC health. 
In 


regard to typhoid fever, the State Board 
says it is on the increase in many parts 
ot the state, which admonishes the peo- 
ple that sanitary precautions about pur- 
ity of water supply and general cleanli- 
ness should be observed. 


TAKING THE SPOILS HOME. 


The democrats are findine a good deol 


of fault because the. republican senators 
turned out the old democratic employes 
and elecUd republicans. Tho republi- 
cans did just right. A lew y.ears ago 
when the democrats secured a majority 
in the United States senate they turned 
out the republican clerks and put in dem- 
ocratic clerks.

ervioe-reform bill passed at tlio last BOS- j 
rfion. Net content with removing every 
officer o£ tho senate, who has any consid- 
erable salary, the proposition now is to 
remove the' chaplain of the body who 
performs tho duty ot offering prayer as 
\cceptably as any other gontlaman can, 
and who on this very morning offered 
ip a devout prayer for. every member of 
his body. 
And yet tho proposition is 


low notouly to remove every ofiicorwho 
IBS any "considerable salary attached to 
•-.he functions ot his office, but to remove 
a gentleman who has prayed diligently 
and fervently for every member of the 
>enato for'the last four years. 
I simply rose to call attention to this 


'act. This change of officers is now car- 
ried to a position which has but a nomi-. 
nal salary attached to it. I concede tho 
ability ot tho other side not only to take 
ihe more prominent offices but to take 
even the ohaplainoj away from this side 
of tho senate; but I say again it illua- 
rates most clearly and forcibly the at- 
tachment of tho other aide of this cham- 
ber to tho principles of that bill which 
was -passed at the last session and which 
was loudly advocated by many gcntla- 
men on that side of the chamber.

A ourious and vuluublu book 1ms recently 


coino into the |)oswossiou oC Jtr. S. A. Thomp- 
son, ot'.this city, it boiiift a Danish bible at 
the yenr of 15SU. It was printed at Copun- 
h:i?;en b}' Matx Bensiinrdt, and is one ol' the 
seL-ond edition over used iu the Scandinavian 
peninsula. Its history is known Tor tbe past 
200 years, having been in the Sveiidsgnurdt 
family i'or that time, nnd it contains the fam- 
ily record for most t>[ this ixsriod. About 
seven years ago it was brought to this coun- 
try by L. Svondsgaardt, and, after changing 
bands several times, wus recently purchased 
by ilr. Thompson ill Otter Tail county. 


Tho book shows traces of its age, both from 


its worn condition and the style of its bind- 
ing. Tho covers aro ot Norway pine some 
ilvo-oights of nn inch in thickness, and. cov- 
ered with hog-skin, Tho corners aro finished 
in brass, figured in fanciful shapes, which 
have been battered and worn till whatever 
lioanty they nmyonco havo had has been lost. 
Tho work is profuse in ita illustrations and is 
valualilo chiefly for these, (is being well- 
preserved specimens of tho ongrarings oC 
tlu't'c centuries ago. Quaint and curious are 
some of them. The creation of Eve is one 
such, the idoa being taken from tho literal 
wording of tho scriptures. Adam is asleep, 
and tho Creator is drawing u fully-dovel- 
oped woman from bis side. A curious thins 
is that iu tbe sky tho sun, moon, aud stars 
are »H to bo seen at tho same time. Many 
of the engravings, if noC all, are made iu 
accordance with modem rules of mrial por- 
bpoctive, a thing not always dono in works 
in that century.
